Sir Kingsley Wood, Mi 
Health, told a deputation 
Standing Joint Committee .of 
dustrial Women's Organisations that 
when the report of the Milk Re- 
organisation Committee was received 
nn immediate examination would be 
made us to the extension of milk 
schemes generally. 

*fhe milk: oly -scheme?!—he} 
said, “is now in operation in schools 
containing over 90 per cent. of the 
elementary school population, but 
rather Jess than half .the children 
are taking advantage of it. : 

“IL fs already clear that poverty is 
not the prime difficulty. They had 
to yet a greater. appreciation of the 
vatue of milk among both parents! 
and children.” 

The major criticisms of the deputa- 
tion were that large sections of the 
population were unable to aiford an 
adequate “dict, and that present 
methods of assessing malnutrition 
were unsatisfactory. 

Sir Kingsley _ promised that the 
suggestions made by the deputation 
would be curefully considercd.
